REGULATI ONS. 2004 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 read with Sections 


124 (1) and (2) of the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 (38 of l963)/he Board of 
Trustees of the Port of Mormugao hereby makes the following Regulations 


further to amend the Mormugao Port Employees’ (Leave) Regulations, 1964 


1. (i) These Regulations may be called the Mormugao Port 

Employees’ (Leave) (Amendments) Regulations, 2004. 
(ii) They shall come into force with effect from the date on 
which the Central Government's approval to these 


Filiatio ns has been published in the Gazette of India. 
2. In the Mormugao Port Employees’ (Leave) Regulations, 1964, 
(a) In Regulations 22,24,32,32-C and 32-F, add the 

following words in brackets after the words “300 days” 
wherever they occur: 
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“(incl uding the number of days for which the encashment has 

been allowed along with the Leave Travel Concession while in 

service)” 

(b) After Regulation 31, insert the following Regulation as a 
new Regulation 31-A viz: 

Encashment nf EL alon gwith LTC while in service: i 

An employee may be permitted to encash EL upto 10 days at the time 

of availing of LTC while in service,subject to the conditions that: 

(1) Earned Leave of at least an equivalent duration is also availed of 
simultaneously by him; 

(2) A balance of at least 30 days of Earned Leave may be available to 
his credit after taking into account the period of encashment as 
well as leave; 

(3) The total leave so encashed during the entire career does not 
exceed 60 days in the aggregate; 

(4) The cash equivalent shall be calculated as follows viz: 


Cash equivalent — Pay admissible on the date of Number of days of EL 

availing of the leave Travel subject to the maximum 

Concession plus Variable of 10 days at one time. 

Dearness Allowance 

Admissible on that date x

No House Rent Allowance or City Compensatory Allowance shall 
be payable. 

(5) The period of leave encashed shall be deducted from the quantum 
of leave that can normally be encashed by him under Regulations, 
9,32,32-C and 32-F
